Progress of Christianity* 
The Ber. Dr. Dorchester delivered SB 
address in Wesleyan Hall, Boston, on 
the progress of Christianity, Papal and 
Protestant, in the whole world, since 
1500. 
Until the present century, said 
the lecturer, there were no trustworthy 
data of the world’s population. Prior 
to 1830 it was variously estimated from 
042.000.000 to 737,000,000. In 1850 it 
was reckoned at 1,000,000.000. Prof. 
Schem’s estimate makes the present 
population 1,437,OOO,(HW. The progress 
of Christianity from the fourth or fifth 
century up to 1500 was confined almost 
entirely to Europe. The nominal Chria 
liana in the world in the third cen 
numbered 5,000,000; up to the eigh 
century they had increased 30,000, 
in the tenth century 50,000,000; in the 
fifteenth century 100,000,000; in the 
last 300 years the increase has bein 
200.000,(KW, or as much as in the pre­ 
vious fifteen centuries. 
In 1880 there 
were 410,IWO,OOO nominal Christians. 
In 1500 there were 80,000,000 Catholics, 
20,(KW,(WO Greek Christians, aud no 
Protestants; in 1830,116,000,000Roman 
Catholics, 70,OOO,OOO Greek Christians, 
aud 42,000,000 Protestants; in 1880, the 
respective numbers were 209,200,OOO, 
88.000.000 and 113,700,000, showing an 
increase of 80 per cent, among the Pa­ 
pists, 26 per cent in tile Greek Church, 
and 176 per cent, among Protestants.

Public Opinion. 
Men of any character can not escape 
the praise or blame of public opinion. 
Every public deed invites judgment, 
and it usually calls forth expression. 
What wo do or say, if it have vitality 
beyond oar own organism, goes before 
the court of public opinion for trial. 
Sentence la passed cither for, or against. 
Nature has so endowed na with con­ 
science that we are not indifferent to the 
character of the sentence. Only the 
shameless depise the opinion of their 
fellows. Public opinion is generally 
I correct—after a time. We must give it 
time to think. It will not, except it be 
! raised or lowered to a frenzy, decide 


I hastily. Tho measure it makes and pre­ 
serves of a man is not far from the cor­ 
rect standard. Give a man time and he 
finds his level in Bio community. So 
give public opinion a few days in which 
to get rid of the smoke and prejudice 
of the present moment, and its conclu­ 
sion will not miss the mark of merit. 
Especially is this true of the ability and 
I character of men. Precedents and “ old 
J facts ” may be changed by a better ap- 
1 predation of the right, and by a wider 
J application of knowledge. But with 
men it is not often so. The living gen- 
; oration seldom reverses the judgment of 
posterity touching the character of men. 
By virtue of transcendent greatness of 
genius, some people, sooner than others, 
gain exalted places in public opinion. 
Lincoln and Garfield died. In their 
case the operation of public opinion was 
swift. Immediately they were placed in 
the highest niches in the temple of fame 
and honor. 
“ And nothing can touch 
them further.” Every generous heart 
stands guard over them. George Eliot 
did not wait on the “ slow processes of 
the ages ” before she took up her abode 
with the immortals. Her work has al­ 
ready received the undying stamp of 
posterity. Her fame is secure. Jeering 
critics 'can not reacli her. Already 
public opinion has placed upon her 
works the seal of its indorsement. Who 
now woald be brave enough to attempt 
to pall her down ? Talmage is the only 
one who has tried to deface the monu­ 
ment of her greatness. Of course he 
did the monument no harm, but if he be 
not insensible, he must be very sore 
from the cuffs which have been given 
him by public opinion. Courts of 
justice do not formulate or dominate 
public judgment now, as in the past. 
Their acquittal is not any longer received 
with favorable sanction, if it bo not in 
accord with the ideas of right and wrong 
os held by people. Public opinion is 
becoming impatient of the practice of 
deciding cases by precedent It loses 
confidence in the present coart if the 
coart is not itself wise enough to make a 
precedent. There are times, too, and 
the world has reason to be grateful for 
them, when a man must stand up and 
acquit himself, though public opinion 
oomdemns him. When he is right an^ 
unjustly suffers in the public judgment, 
posterity comes to his relief and reverses 
the pnbli

Flora and Fauna of tho Desert. 
Bunch gras**, as gray as the sand it­ 
self, dwarf evergreens, nearly black in 
color, aud cactus, with a fexi wild flow­ 
ers, are almost tile only botanical con­ 
tribution to the changing picture. No 
trees grow on the desert The cactus 
family, the most eccentric of plants, 
makes this region its home. The first 
to be seen coming from the East is of tho 
variety most familiar to Eastern hot­ 
houses, shaped like mittens upon ex­ 
tended human bauds, thumbless, and 
bordered with sharp spines.

Much complaint is being made by re­ 
tail merchants and business men in this 
and other cities, of the large amount of 
clipped and bored gold and silver coins 
in circulation. These coins come into 
some establishments in such large pro- 
I tortions that it is evident they are bored 


Ancient Uses of Skins and Leather* 
In these days of steel pens and note 
paper but little thought is given to the 
fact that our trade was among the first 
to provide man with an article whereon 
he could inscribe the listory of his times 
and hand it down intact and well pre­ 
served for the enlightenment of future 
generations. Many have forgotten, or, 
perhaps, never know, that the skin ot 
animala and leather in its manufactured 
state, with awls and thorns for pens, 
comprised about the entire stock in 
trade of the ancient stationery store. 
The sk in s most generally used for this 
purpose were those of the sheep, the goat 
and the ass. The Persians of old em­ 
ployed them for writing their records, as 
did also the ancient Ionians. Buchanan 
found in India acopy of a law written on 
a roll of leather fifteen feet long; and 
many similar rolls are known to exist; 
some extending to the extraordinary 
length of IOO feet Even fish skins 
were not despised. The Mexicans em­ 
ployed them also. Pergament, or parch­ 
ment, as we now call it, takes its name 
from its being first used by Enmenes, 
by dishonest persons for profit and not I King of Pergomus, about 800 years be­ 
me rely for the sake of having holes in I fore the Christian era. 
them. 
In a prominent Pliiladelpha res­ 
taurant, where many of these coins are 
received every day, they were set aside 
for a week, and w'ero found, in four days, 
to amount to more than 850. There are 
places where these coins can lie sold at a 
discount of not mole than I per cent.* and 
they (‘an be disused of at tho sub­ 
treasury by weight, but both of these 
methods entail a loss upon the mer­ 
chants, and they are unanimous in the 
opinion that there should be some con­ 
certed 
movement to refuse to take 
them. 
The best remedy for stopping this wide­ 
spread evil is that all retail establish­ 
ments should refuse to receive mutilated 
coins of all kinds. If this be done, the 
business would soon cease to be profit­ 
able. Gold coins are met with compara­ 
tively infrequently, because people re­ 
fuse to take them.—Chicago journal q)

In order to pre­ 
pare this, the skin was separated be­ 
tween the hide and the flesh, and, by 
working and rubbing arith quicklime, 
was formed into leaves fit for the pur­ 
poses of the writer. This form of writ­ 
ing material was extensively employed 
by the Hebrews and the Greek#.—'Shoe 
and Leather Reporter.
